best known players, Reggie 


Boreham, died last week after a: 


long illness. He was 79. 

Reggie Boreham was regarded 
as one of the best players of his 
era. After joining the Blues in 
1919, he was signed by First Diyi- 
sion Arsenal in 1922 and played a 
large part in helping them avoid 
relegation. In 1923 he returned to 
Wycombe and established a 
reputation as one of the finest 
centre forwards in amateur foot- 
ball. 

He won two England caps 
before retiring from the game in 


' 1927. Ten years later he became 


secretary of Wycombe 
Wanderers, a post he :held for 13 
years. :
